We would also like to bring to your attention the fact 
that since 8 ubject is an elder emigre leader, polygraphing him might have 
an adverse effect on our relations with him and the emigration. 

4. Ve would appreciate your efforts to grant a full CSA to the 
Subject as requested in Form 772, minus the deleted part. Upon granting 
of the CSA, Subject's status will be that of a covert contact -informant . 
Should ve wish to use him in a more sensitive operation, ve will request 
an asttodment to his CSA.
